Union when In- 
terviewed stated that the dis- 
ciplinary action taken to sus- 
pend the McGill LPP Club as 
a. club from the privileges of 
the McGill Union was takrn 
with regret. Members of parti- 
cular clubs and societies must 
abide hy rrrtaln rules ami 
regulations designed to bene- 
fit the student body as a whole. 
The House rule forbidding the 
peddling or distribution nf 
pamphlets, periodicals, etc., 
without proper authorization 
has been In force for over a 
year. It Is Intended tn stop the 
undersirable practice of solll- 
rillng and pestering students In 
their club, the Students' Union. 

By continual and flagrant 
disregard for this rule, and in 
spite of numerious warnings the 
LPP club members persisted In 
this objectionable' action,* the 
last Instance being on Monday, 
January 31. When the sellers 
of the TRIBUNE were ques- 
tioned as to the applicability of 
this rule and the legality or 
Ihelr action, they replied In an 
off-hand manner: "Who cares?" 

In previous discussions on the 
distribution of the Tribune In 
the Union, responsible memhers 
of the LPP Clan have always 
stated that the sale of the 
Tribune must he referred to the 
LPP Club as a whole, since It is 
the club which derides all pol- 
icies of distribution.

L.P.P. Executive 

At approximately 6 p.m. yester- 
day evening, thc Chairman of thc 
McGill L.P.P. Club was presented 
with a statement of the Union 
House Committee, forbidding thc 
use of the Union facilities to thc 
club for the' remainder of the 
school term. The ostensible reason 
for this unprecedented action was 
the sale by three members of thc 
club of a labour weekly, the Cana- 
dian Tribune, on thc steps of the 
McGill Union at noon-hour last 
Monday. 

The Executive of thc McGill 
L.P.P. Club is issuing this official 
statement in order to acquaint the 
student body with what it believes 
to be the facts of the case. 

This Kxecutive wishes cate- 
gorically to deny that the afore- 
mentioned sale of the Canadian 
Tribune by three club members 
was an action of club policy de- 
signed to violate the rulings of 
the Union House Committee. 

The sale was the individual ac- 
tion of the three students con- 
cerned, and we challenge thc Union 
House Committee to produce any 
evidence in support of its conten- 
tion to the contrary. 

This action, denying to a 
campus club the facilities' of 
the union, is tantamount to a 
ban on its activities. It is an 
ominous sign that such action 
ahould be taken without giving 
any opportunity to the accused 
club of a hearing hrfore the 
Union House Committee in Its . 
own defence.

McGill Beaten 
In Debate with 
Osgoode Hall 

Osgoodc Hall defeated McGill In 
a debate held in the Grill Room 
of thc Union yesterday. 

Barry Pepper and Bill Allen of 
Osgoode Hall upheld, the affirma- 
tive side of lhc debate which was 
entitled: "Resolved that the Privy 
Council be Maintained as thc Final 
Court of Appeal for Canada." 

The debate was sponsored hy the 
McGill Debating Society which was 
represented by Gilles Trahan and 
Ben Lubell. The debate was judged 
by Mr. William Parry who is thc 
former chairman of the Speaking 
Club of thc Young Men's Section 
of thc Montreal Board of Trade. 

The affirmative began with Bill 
Allen who spoke of thc unfair situ- 
ation which is accorded Quebec in 
the Supreme Court. This he con- 
trasted with Privy Council judges 
who.'c legal training is of a fairer 
nature: 

Ben Lubell of McGill. thc first 
speaker for thc negative, stressed 
thc independence of Canada and 
said that thc Privy Council was 
established for the colonies and that 
Canada is no longer a colony. 

The affirmative speaker, Barry 
Pepper countered with the argu- 
ment that Canada's bond to Britain 
would aid her in her struggle for 
world leadership. 

Gilles Trahan. the other McGill 
debater, said in his argument that 
ithe Supreme Court was close 
'enough to any issue which might 
: arise to have more than a remote 
l interest in thc situation and this 
would help in a just decision. 

Thc rebuttal by Bill Allen men- 
tioned that we have had thc power 
to abolish thc Privy Council as an 
appeal court for Canada since 1931 
but it has not been seen fit to do 
so until 1947.' 

Dave Rubcnstcin acted as chair- 
man.

January 31st. on McGill Union 
premises. 

WHEREAS there Is sufficient 
proof lo believe that the afore- 
mentioned memhers of the 
McGill L.P.P. Club did violate 
Ihe above mentioned ruling ad- 
mittedly without rrsprct for 
authority, and as a matter or 
cluh policy. 

THEREFORE the Union 
Hot'se Committer hereby de- 
clares thai the LP.P. Club be 
denied the facilities of Ihe Mc- 
Gill Union for a period of five 
months.

For the 
action nf the Union 1 louse Committee, as the 
action of a responsible group— independently 
elected by a large proportion of the student 
body, is not to be taken casually.

The report of the investigation committee 
should indicate answers to important tjuostions 
— Can a group as a whole he disassociated from 
the actions of responsible leaders? Is the distri- 
bution of pamphlets and the sale of publications 
in the manner which provoked the Union House 
Committee a matter of club policy?

There i- one important point to consider. 
The Council has no jurisdiction other than finan- 
cial over the administrative policies nf the Union 
llon-c Committee. They cannot then reverse the 
ruling of the Union. If lliey wish, they may ex- 
pies- support or censure. 

Their interest in this situaiinn should be lo 
consider the campus-wide implications of this 
action— in try and determine, for example.

One aspect all person- concerned must be 
particularly careful with is the political view-: 
of the L.P.P. group. For it has often been sug- 
gested that this club has served to co-ordinate] 
the activities of the communists and Marxists 
on campus, and to distribute propaganda.

A DENIAL, BUT 



Beliiw is a letter written In the president, nf 
the Student"' Council by Dr. Watson Kirkcon- 
ncll, president of Acadia University, in which 
Dr. Kirkconncll disclaims "a recent bogu- press 
despatch, datclincd from Halifax and saying 
that Mind charged Toronto University and Mc- 
Gill with being "lint beds of Communism'." 

The McGill Daily accepts Dr. Kirkconncll's 
letter in gond faith. \Vc have sent a story on his 
denial of responsibility for the statement on 
"hotbeds of Communism" through the wire ser- 
vice nf Canadian University Press. 

We should like tn point out. however, that 
ue were a- critical of his article in Saturday 
Night nf January, 18 as we were of the state- 
ment we sairl he was "reported" to have made 
in Halifax. 

In our nlilorial last Monday, we said: "Sat- 
urday Night announced in a preface to ihe 
article that Dr. Kirkcnnnell had analyzed 
therein the report of the Labor Progressive Party 
University Students' Conference at Toronto last 
fall. Dr. Kirkcnnnell did no such thing. He 
merely presented what he purports tn be an 
L.P.P. document. If Dr. Kirkconncll had 'an- 
alyzed' the L.P.P. report, he would have given 
some concrete suggestions ns lo the strength 
nf the L.PlP. Party at the various universities." 

Dr. Kirkconncl opened his article in Satur- 
day Nigftt with the.-e sentence-: "What is the 
strategy of the Communists with regard to 
Canadinn universities? How is that strategy 
succeeding? 

He follows these questions with the sug- 



gestion that answers to them can be found in 
L.P.P. literature, from which he quotes exten- 
sively. We suggest that he uses a highly un- 
reliable source for answers lo the questions he 
presents. 

If Dr. Kirkconncll had quoted the L.P.P. 
literature and had also given some concrete 
figure- on the strength nf the Communist faction 
on campuses across Canada, we would have no 
quarrel with his article, provided, nf course, that 
the figures were reasonably accurate. 

• The readers of Saturday Night were given 
no basis on which tn judge properly the L.P.P. 
literature' quoted. They are left to guess the ex- 
tent nf Communist activity in several student 
organizations, and judging by comments we have 
already heard from several quarters, the read- 
ers are not guessing correctly. 

One paragraph in the Saturday Night article 
begin- as follows: "in building a Communist- 
led mass movement of students under the ban- 
ner nf peace, the Red program calls fnr Com- 
munist recruiting nf the rank and file nf other 
groups . . ." Now we suggest that this wniilil 
have been more accurate if it had read: "In at- 
tempting to build ..." 

We believe there is good reason for concern 
over the growing inability of both students and 
the public to tell which organization is Com- 
munist and which organization is not. The cause 
of this inability is incorrect reports, vague 
charges and articles which put unfair suspicion 
on student groups. — C.K.
